‘Hence with a firm trust in that God who has heretofore proven himself the 
God of those who honestly seek and diligently serve him, the Saints go on in 
‘the even tenor of their ways, and although · they may be sorely persecuted, 
they are satisfied with the results, for they can see that God is multiplying 
evidence (to satisfy all honest hearted people) that the Church of Jesus Christ 
of Latter-day Saints is His only acknowledged Church upon the earth. We 
Ad 'in reading the Scriptures that in all ages the people of- God have been 
persecuted, even to Jesus and his Apostles. It appears that the persecutors | 
of all ages endeavored (when possible) tu conduct their persecutions under the 
sanction or form of law. Thus Jesus was arraigned before a court of law, but 
condemmed by religious bigotry. Many serious charges were brought against 
him, and false witnesses sought after and found who were willing to, and did, 
swear to anything that would convict him. He was hunted from city to city, 
and his enemies were not satisfied until his blood was shed, then both the 
Romans and Jews were ready to assert he had received a fair trial, and was 
punished by the due course of law. Jesus said to his disciples, —‘< They will 
deliver you up to the councils, and they{will scourge you in their synagogues ; ; 
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and ye shall be brought before governors and kings for my sake: and ye shall 
be hated of all men for my name’s sake : but he that endureth to the end shal] 
be saved,” &. Matt. 10th chap. Jesus also said,—‘‘ Fear not those who, 
when they have killed the body, have no more power,” &. Again,—‘‘If ye 
will live godly in Christ Jesus ye shall suffer persecution.” We also find that 
tbe former-day Saints suffered most at the hands of the most religious nation 
on the earth—the Jews—who boasted of having the Scriptures, &. As it was 
with the former-day Saints, so it is with the Saints of God to-day—with the 
exception that we live in a day or age of civilization ; and the former day 
‘Saints did not have the privilege of having laws made expressly to convict 
them, nor were they blessed with juries, if not carefully selected and packed, 
are so questioned before being sworn, as to warrant a verdict against those who 
‘may be accused—these are especial privileges for the Latter-day Saints. The 
former-day Saints believed in present revelation to themselves, and were perse- 
‘cuted for it; their persecutors did not, being satisfied with the revelations 
given hundreds of years before. The Latter-day Saints believe in present 
‘revelation, and are persecuted, and have been, ever since the organization 
the Church. Their most bitter enemies profess to believe in the revelations 
given to the former-day Saints, and to the sayings of Jesus, but reject all 
Present revelation. They say,—‘‘ We do not believe you are Saints of God.” 
The Jews and Romans said the same in former days, and called Jesus and his 
disciples blasphemous pretenders, ignorant, deceived dupes, &. 
Our enemies tell us it is not on account of our religion we are persecuted, but 
because we practice polygamy; all-of which is a mere subterfuge, for polygamy 
had nothing to do with the sufferings and most cruel persecutions the Saints 
endured in the early history of the Church, and until the martyrdom of the 
Prophet Joseph. Under all the trials we as a people have had to pass through, 
we rejoice to know that we are counted worthy to suffer some little for the Gos- 
pel’s sake, and§we rely on the saying of Jesus, Blessed are they which are per- 
secuted for righteousnessisake]: for theirs is the kingdom of heaven. Blessed 
are ye when men shall revile you, and persecute you, and shall say all manner 
ef evil against fyou falsely for my sake. Rejoice, and be exceeding glad: for 
great is your reward in heaven: for so persecuted they the Prophets which 
were before you.” Matt. 5, 10-12. The Latter-day Saints, like the servants 
of God in olden times, are accused of all manner of crimes, simply because 
they practice those principles which are contained in the Bible and which they 
have been commanded by God to obey—and upon their obedience thereto de- 
pends their eternal salvation. 
For these things their persecutors, both at home, in Zion and throughout the 
land, like the persecutors of Jesur, work with a religious zeal worthy of a nobler 


aim. Yet, the true-hearted Latter-day Saint does not fear them in all their 
machinations. The God of Israel who has heretofore made himself manifest 


with his people will still protect them, if they are faithful to him, and to the 


eovenants made with him, realizing that they have received the Gospel of Christ 
which is the power of God unto salvation, and while the devil may rage and the 
people imagine vain things, we will return thanks to God for his past mercies, 
and place ourselves under his protecting care in the future, and feel that
